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BASIC -ABSTRACT: 

Ectoparasitic ticks Varroa Jacobsoni are prevented from attacking bees by using 2 
(6 , 7-dimethoxy-2 , 2-dimethylchromene (I) as systemic selective preparate. 

(I) inhibits the synthesis of juvenile hormone thus upsetting the reproductive 
cycle of Varroa ticks, and is used in a dose of 0.5-1 microg/bee in sugar syrup, 

given once per season. 


ADVANTAGE - The consumption of (I) is reduced by 10 times and the method is 
ecologically clean.
